Final Designs Unveiled 
For Trade Center Site 


N E W Y 0 R K I Eight competing designs 
for a memorial to the nearly 3,000 
victims of Sept. 11 — including 
reflecting pools, walls of names 
and a tomb for the unidentified 
— were unveiled Wednesday as 
the rebuilding of the World Trade 
Center entered a delicate new phase. 

A 13 -member panel chose the 
eight finalists from a record 5,201 
proposals for commemorating the 
2001 terrorist attacks in New York, 
Virginia and Pennsylvania, as well as 
the 1993 trade center bombing. The 
panel will settle on a final design by 
the end of the year.

Blackout Report 
Blames Ohio Co. 


FirstEnergy operators’ 
mistakes led to outage 
affeeting 50 million 

WASHINGTON | The nation’s worst 
blackout began with three power 
line failures in Ohio and should 
have been contained by operators 
at FirstEnergy Corp., a three-month 
government investigation conclud- 
ed Wednesday. 

The report by a U.S.-Canadian 
task force said the FirstEnergy 
operators did not respond prop- 
erly, allowing the Aug. 14 outage 
to cascade, eventually cutting off 
electricity to 50 million people in 
eight states and Canada. 

The task force also cited outdat- 
ed procedures and shortcomings at 


a regional grid monitoring center 
in Indiana that kept officials there 
from grasping the emerging danger 
and helping FirstEnergy deal with it. 

The task force said it found “no 
computer viruses or any sort of 
illicit cyber activities” to blame. It 
also concluded that there was no 
deliberate damage or tampering 
with equipment associated with 
the outage. 

FirstEnergy, the nation’s fourth- 
largest investor- owned utility, 
had no immediate comment on 
the report. The company, based 
in Akron, Ohio, has maintained 
that its problems were among 
many in the Midwest power grid 
on the day of the blackout and 
that it should not be singled out.

reviewed by an administrative board. 

Hinckley has asked U.S. District 
Court Judge Paul L. Friedman to let 
him leave the hospital unescorted 
and visit his parents at their home 
near Williamsburg, Va. Five of the 
10 proposed trips would be over- 
night visits.

Panel Warns of Threat to Food 


Officials tell senators 
agricultural system 
needs better security 

WASHINGTON |A simple handker- 
chief wielded by a resourceful ter- 
rorist could cause billions of dol- 
lars of damage to America’s food 
system and untold terror in the 
nation’s kitchens, senators were 
told Wednesday. 

Since the 2001 terrorist attacks, 
government officials have secured 


cities, airports, harbors, govern- 
ment buildings and tourist sites, 
but a panel of food experts said 
more attention should be focused 
on the country’s food supply. 
A terrorist could easily use a hand- 
kerchief to spread a disease, such as 
foot and mouth disease, which affect- 
ed 2,000 farms in Britain in 2001. 

Those and other nightmare sce- 
narios show why government offi- 
cials should pay more attention 
to the vulnerabilities of America’s 
agricultural system, officials said. 


And using bioterrorism to attack the 
nation’s food supply could be very 
attractive to terrorists, said Senate 
Government Affairs Chairwoman 
Susan Collins, R-Maine. 

While the agricultural system’s 
security should be improved, the U.S. 
“food supply is the safest, most abun- 
dant and affordable food supply in the 
world,” said Sen. Jim Talent, R-Mo.

III. Lawmakers 
Revamp Death

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. | After four years 
of tumult that stirred a national 
debate on the death penalty, Illinois 
lawmakers Wednesday overhauled 
the state’s capital punishment sys- 
tem to reduce the risk of an innocent 
person being executed. 

The state House, in a 115-0 vote, 
approved changes to a death penal- 
ty system that led to the wrongful 
conviction of at least 17 men. The 
action, an override of Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich’s veto, makes the mea- 
sure law immediately. 

Lawmakers said they will press for 
legislation banishing police officers

Court Orders Secret 
Hearing on Moussaoui 


WASHINGTON | An appeals court 
Wednesday ordered public and secret 
oral arguments on whether terrorism 
defendant Zacarias Moussaoui can 
question al Qaeda prisoners. 

The closed session the after- 
noon of Dec. 3 will permit discus- 
sion of classified information, the 
4th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in Richmond, Va., said. The public 
session will take place that morning. 

The court is following the same 
procedure as last summer, when 
the government and Moussaoui’s 
lawyers argued over his access to 
a single al Qaeda prisoner. 

Moussaoui now seeks access 
to that captive, alleged Sept. 11 


planner Ramzi Binalshibh; and 
two other prisoners, alleged Sept. 
11 mastermind Khalid Shaikh 
Mohammed and Mustafa Ahmed 
al-Hawsawi, a suspected paymas- 
ter for al Qaeda. 

Moussaoui is charged with join- 
ing an al Qaeda conspiracy that 
included the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
and other planned terrorist acts 
against the United States.

Suleiman was not 
injured but at least one child was 
killed, Ali said.

A day earlier, gunmen assas- 
sinated the Education Ministry’s 
director for Diwaniyah province, 
Hmud Kadhim, government offi- 
cials said Wednesday.

China Bluntly Warns Taiwan 


Top communist official threatens use of force 
if island pursues independence from mainland 


BEIJING I In unusually strong lan- 
guage, China ratcheted up the rhet- 
oric against Taiwan in remarks pub- 
lished Wednesday and threatened 
that “the use of force may become 
unavoidable” if the island’s leaders 
pursue independence. 

The two sides split amid civil 
war in 1949, and Beijing insists 
that Taiwan belongs to China. 


The warning from Beijing came 
as Taiwan prepares to elect a new 
leader in March. President Chen 
Shui-bian, running for re-election, 
has won over more voters since he 
came up with plans for a new con- 
stitution and a law on referendums 
that could conceivably lead to a vote 
on Taiwanese independence. 

“Taiwan independence means 


war,” said Wang Zaixi, vice minis- 
ter of the Taiwan Affairs Office of 
China’s Cabinet. Wang tempered 
his remarks by adding that “the 
people of Taiwan are our brothers 
and sisters.” 

The United States, which has 
relations with China but supplies 
arms to Taiwan, prescribed calm. 
“The use of force to resolve cross - 
Strait differences is unacceptable,” 
State Department spokesman Adam 
Ereli told reporters in Washington

UNITED NATIONS I The U.N. Security 
Council on Wednesdayunanimously 
endorsed the so-called road map to 
a permanent two -state solution to 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict, a 
move welcomed by the Palestinians 
but called unnecessary by Israel. 

The stalled peace plan was draft- 
ed by Russia, the United States, the 
United Nations and the European 
Union. It lays out three stages lead- 
ing to a Palestinian state by 2005.

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | In Chesapeake, 
prosecutors in sniper suspect Lee 
Boyd Malvo’s trial focused on sev- 
eral of the sniper attacks, including 
two fatalities, and showed jurors 
grisly crime scene photos. 

Malvo is being tried in the slay- 
ing of FBI analyst Linda Franklin, 
shot outside a Home Depot store 
in northern Virginia. As in John 
Allen Muhammad’s trial, prosecu- 
tors are presenting evidence from 
other attacks to support the capi- 
tal murder charges, one accusing 
Malvo of taking part in multiple 
murders and the other alleging 
the killings were designed to ter- 
rorize the population. 

Malvo’s attorneys don’t dispute that 
he took part in the attacks, but say he 
was brainwashed by Muhammad. 


Nearly all the witnesses who tes- 
tified Wednesday testified also in 
Muhammad’s trial, including several 
who said they had seen Muhammad’s 
Chevrolet Caprice near the scenes of 
some shootings. 

A survivor of one of the attacks 
testified he was walking hand-in- 
hand with his wife in Ashland, Va., 
on Oct. 19, 2002, when he heard 
what he thought was an explosion.

Charity Donations 
Decline in Region 

WASHINGTON | When it comes to 
opening their wallets to charity, 
residents of the Washington area 
are still more generous than the 
national average. But they are not 
as benevolent as they once were. 

The Washington Regional 
Association of Grantmakers 
released a study Wednesday show- 
ing philanthropic giving has slowed 
in the national capital region for the 
first time in four years. 

Individuals gave $5.5 bil- 
lion for charity in 2001, up less 


than two percent from the year 
before. Between 1999 and 2000, 
individual contributions soared 
12 percent. 

District of Columbia residents 
were the most generous, with an 
average individual contribution of 
$2,614. That is 85 percent above the 
national average of $1,416. In the 
Maryland suburbs, the average was 
$2,495. Northern Virginia’s aver- 
age was $2,024. 

The top 25 corporate givers in 
the region gave $89 million to local 
nonprofits in 2002, a drop of 22 
percent. Washington Grantmakers 
said that was likely a result of lower 
corporate earnings, (ap)

Free-Trade Negotiators 
Adopt Draft Resolution 


Buffet-style measure

MIAMI I Negotiators trying to turn

WASHINGTON | The House on 
Wednesday overwhelmingly 
voted to toughen penalties for 
mutual fund abuses and to make 
sure investors are provided with 
more information about fees and 
fund operations. 

The 418-2 vote came as mutu- 
al fund scandals escalate, more 
big-name companies are cited by 
authorities and a money stam- 
pede continues out of implicated 
funds. 

The legislation also would make 
directors on company boards more 
independent from fund managers.

Foreign Currency 
Sweep Nets 47 


Federal investigators 
find widespread fraud 
in exchange market 

NEW YORK I Federal authorities 
announced charges Wednesday 
against 47 people in a broad crack- 
down on fraud in the foreign cur- 
rency exchange market that officials 
said bilked millions from big-name 
banks and small investors alike. 

Most of the bankers, stock- 
brokers and traders were picked 
up in raids late Tuesday and early 
Wednesday in what law-enforce- 
ment officials called their most 
sweeping infiltration ever into the 
foreign currency markets. 

The principal charges accused 
currency traders at some banks of 
making rigged trades designed to 


lose money — then taking cash 
kickbacks from co- conspirators 
who made money on the deals. 

Currency traders at J.P. Morgan 
Chase and UBS Warburg, two of the 
nation’s most prominent investment 
banks, were among 
those arrested. 

“There are a lot 
of sharks in that 
water,” Manhattan 
US. Attorney James 
Comey said. “We in 
law enforcement 
suggest careful reflection from 
the beach before you jump in.” 

Authorities stressed that while 
the alleged fraud was widespread, it 
constitutes only a fraction of the tril- 
lion- dollar-a- day foreign currency 
market. No banks were implicated 
in the fraud, erin mcclam (ap)

Injured Ramsey Doesn’t 
Practice With Redskins 


R E D S K I N S I Unable to throw without 
pain, Patrick Ramsey was a spec- 
tator at Washington 
Redskins’ practice 
Wednesday. He then 
put a protective boot 
on his right foot and 
limped through 
the rest of the day, 
unsure of his status 
for Sunday’s game at Miami. 

“This is something you just can’t 
shrug off and go with,” Ramsey said. 
Ramsey has an old fracture on the 
right edge of his foot. 

X-rays show an extra piece of 
bone from a break that occurred 
perhaps many years ago, and it has 
somehow become aggravated this 
season, especially during the last 
two games. 

He had a cortisone shot Monday 
and needs extended rest and pos- 


sibly offseason surgery, but there’s 
little time to contemplate such mat- 
ters with the Redskins (4-6) cling- 
ing to faint playoff hopes. 

“If Patrick’s healthy, he’s going 
to play,” coach Steve Spurrier said. 
Ramsey is officially listed as ques- 
tionable for Sunday. His backup, 
Tim Hasselbeck, has never start- 
ed an NFL game. 

Ramsey hasn’t missed a start 
this season, but his production 
has fallen steadily after a stellar 
first two games. 

He hasn’t completed more 
than 54 percent of his passes in 
four straight games, and his 53.5 
completion percentage ranks 31st 
in the league. 

Reluctant to make excuses, 
Ramsey conceded that “maybe” 
his injury had an influence on his 
wayward throws.

S 0 C C E R I Like millions of other kids, 
Freddy Adu will be driven to soccer 
practice by his mom next spring. 
Not much else is ordinary about 
this 14 -year-old phenom. 

No other teenage soccer player 
will make hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in the United States and 
has been called everything from 
the next Pele to the LeBron James 
of Major League Soccer. 

Already, MLS is ready for Adu, 


who will play for the D.C. United. 
His new team’s opener on April 3 
will be televised nationally. 

Adu, who left Ghana in 1997 and 
became a U.S. citizen in February, 
was introduced by MLS at Madison 
Square Garden, where the soccer 
world gathered 12 years earlier for 
the preliminary draw for the 1994 
World Cup.

Bob Neal’s turkeys 
have a pretty good 
life — while it lasts 

A N I M A L S I After being herded into 
pens on Bob Neal’s turkey farm, the 
gobblers start attacking the salad 
bar like there’s no tomorrow. 

Of course, with Thanksgiving 
drawing near, precious few tomor- 
rows await the 2,200 gobblers on 
Neal’s 60 -acre New Sharon, Maine, 
spread. But until then, life is good 
— Neal’s birds are free-range tur- 
keys, with plenty of room to roam 
and socialize, unlike their less for- 
tunate peers who spend their short 
lives crowded in huge barns. 

The result, said Neal, is turkeys 
that don’t require the stress-reducing 
antibiotics most birds are given in 
their feed. “They’re in turkey heav- 
en,” he said. 


Free-range turkeys are a niche 
market, making up only a small per- 
centage of the nation’s overall pro- 
duction of nearly 270 million birds, 
according to the National Turkey 
Federation, which had no figures on 
how many of the more than 6,000 


U.S. turkey farms are free-range. 
The birds appeal to shoppers look- 
ing for additive -free food or those 
concerned about humane treatment 
of animals. 

Many advocates of free-range 
poultry say it tastes better. And Neal 


said the diet of premium feed he 
buys from Canada helps produce 
a tastier, more tender turkey. 

Free-range turkeys command 
a higher price than regular birds 
sold in supermarkets, especially 
since many stores offer turkeys for 
free if customers spend a certain 
amount of money in the weeks before 
Thanksgiving. Neal sells his whole 
turkeys for $2.25 a pound; the stores 
he supplies charge even more. 

A good share of his production is 
sold through health food stores. 

“For some people there is 
sticker shock,” said Lois Porta 
of Lois’s Natural Marketplace in 
Scarborough, Maine, where Neal’s 
turkeys go for $2.89 a pound. “But 
honestly, if they try it once, they 
taste the value in it and they do 
comeback. We sell out; there’s more 
demand than we can supply.” 

Neal, who raised five flocks 
this year, gets his birds from West 
Virginia. They arrive by air in 
Bangor the day after they hatch, 
and spend their first three to eight 
weeks in the brooder house until 


they grow enough feathers to pro- 
vide insulation. 

The birds are constant visitors 
to the farm’s 23 feeders, and Neal 
explains that turkeys eat 10 percent 
of their body weight each day. 

“They say a turkey that doesn’t 
eat for an hour is the equivalent of 
a human who doesn’t eat for 24 
hours,” he said. 

The birds have a reputation for 
stupidity, and Neal allows that 
much of the intelligence was bred 
out of them as the industry aimed 
for ever-larger birds. He also sug- 
gests that a reason they may seem 
dumb is their farsightedness, which 
makes it hard for them to see and 
react to anything up close. 

“There are no Nobel Prize win- 
ners here,” he said. “But they know 
what they have to know: Where’s 
the food, where’s the water, where’s 
the shelter, who’s a he, who’s a she.”

Step dancing weds 
military precision to 
free-your-mind funk 

D A N C E I A great American once said, 
“You cannot deny the funk.” 

Step Afrika! USA is out to prove it, 
this Saturday at the Lincoln Theatre. 
You haven’t felt the true funk until 
you’ve witnessed men and women 
getting down with military preci- 
sion, in true step -dance style. 

The sweat, the beat and the 
cadence of dozens of boots hitting 
the wood as one sends crowds into 
a frenzy. 

Step Afrika! specializes in a 
hybrid of African “Gumboot” move- 
ment and the step dances primar- 
ily performed by black Greek letter 
collegiate groups.

Garage darlings White Stripes paint the town 


MUSIC I The White Stripes bring 
their exhilarating synthesis of 
the rock ’n’ roll canon to George 
Washington University’s Smith 
Center this Saturday. 

For those of you just joining us. 
ahem: Composed only of divor 
cees Jack and Meg White, 
the Detroit-based duo rode 
the Strokes’ coattails to 
prominence during the 
over-hypedgarage-rock 
revival of 2001-02. 

Meg (percussion) and 
Jack (everything else) are 
more than a garage band: They 
blend an obsession with the blues 
with punk, ’60s pop, and stadium- 
sized hard rock, creating a sound 
that’s both classic and fresh. It all 
may have been done before, but 
rarely is it done this well. 

Consequently, the Whites are a 
rare act that both excites critics and 
enjoys commercial success. Their 
fourth album, this year’s “Elephant,” 
reached the upper echelons of the 
Billboard charts and received exten- 
sive support from MTV.

Sweet Potato Cheesecake 

Desserts can benefit from fall’s crops just as much as other courses. Karen 
Barker, winner of the 2003 James Beard Award for best pastry chef and co- 
chef of the Magnolia Grill in Durham, N.C., pumps cheesecake to a new level of 
richness by adding sweet potatoes and a gingersnap crust, (ap) 


FOR THE CRUST: 

14-ounce bag of gingersnap cookies, 
finely ground 

6tablespoons butter, melted 

FOR THE CAKE: 

14-ounce can of canned yams in light 
syrup, mashed with fork until it 
makes 3/4 cup 

24 ounces cream cheese, at room 
temperature 

Stablespoons butter, at room 
temperature 

1 cup sugar 

Stablespoons apple cider 

3/4 teaspoon ginger 

3/4 teaspoon cinnamon 

3/4 teaspoon nutmeg 

2tablespoons cream 

4 large eggs, at room temperature 

FOR THE TOPPING: 

1 1/2cupssourcream 
2tablespoons sugar 
1 1/2tablespoonsapplecider 

• TO MAKE THE CRUST: Preheat oven 
to 350 F. Buttera 10 1/2-inch spring- 
form pan. You can optionally linethe 
bottom and sides of the pan with but- 
tered parchment paper. This makes 
iteasierto remove the cake from the 
pan, but it is not essential (see note). 

• Inamixing bowl, combinethe gin- 
gersnap crumbs and melted butter. 
Stirto mix well. Placethecrumbs into 
the bottom and 1 inch upthe sides of 
the prepared pan, tamping down to 
form an even crust. 

• Bake at 350 FaboutS minutes until 
the edges ofthe crust just start to pick 
upsomecolor. Cool completely and 
reserve. 

• TO MAKE THE CAKE: Preheat oven 


to 350 F. In a mixer with a paddle, com- 
binethe cream cheese, butter and 
sugarand mix until very smooth and 
well-combined. Pause to scrape down 
the bowl once ortwice. 

• Add the reserved sweet potato 
puree and mixto blend. Addtheapple 
cider, ginger, cinnamon, nutmeg and 
cream and mix well. Addthe eggs, 
two atatime, scraping down the bowl 
between additions and mixjust until 
incorporated and the batter is smooth. 

• Pour batter into the reserved pre- 
pared crust. Bake at 350 Ffor20 min- 
utes. Turn oven to 325 F and bake an 
additional 20 minutes. Turn oven to 300 
F and bake an additional 20 minutes. 
Turn oven to 225 F and bake until the 
cake is just set around the edges, yet 
slightly jiggly in the center. 

• Whilethecake is baking, prepare the 
topping by whisking together the sour 
cream, sugarand apple cider. When 
the cake is done baking, remove it 
from the oven to cool for 5 minutes and 
turn the oven to 350 F. Spread the sour 
cream topping overthe baked cheese- 
cake, using a small offset spatula to 
ensure an even layer. Bake at350 Ffor 
5minutes untilthetopping isjustset. 
Removefrom the oven. Gently run a 
paring knife around thetop outeredge 
ofthe pan and allowthe cake to cool 
completely. 

• Once the cake is cool, refrigerate 
itfor several hours or up to two days 
before serving.

DO: 

^ Branch outand livea little. There’s 
a whole world beyond Idaho (notthat 
there’s anything wrong with Idaho). 

So take a look at Yukon golds, blue 
Peruvians, red skinsandfingerlings, 
to name a few. 

^ Rinse potatoes well and cut away 
any brown spots or anything that rais- 
es an eyebrow. 

^ Saltyour cooking water — it makes 
an enormous difference in taste. 

^ Slice potatoes in manageable piec- 
es (halves, quarters) so they don’ttake 
forever to cook. 

^ Cook until fork tender, about 20 min- 
utes.

My son-in-law is an ovo-lacto veg- 
etarian.

I really like the sound of this egg- 
plant lasagna in the current issue 
of Gourmet. It’s made with ricotta, 
pine nuts and parsley and doesn’t 
seem too terribly difficult. 

My dinner menu includes garlic 
mashed potatoes, cornbread stuff- 
ing, creamed corn, cranberry rel- 
ish and pearled onions. In fact, my 


menu includes these same exact 
items every year. What should I add 
or subtract to spice it up a bit? 

I’m not seeing any greens in this 
lineup. Add roasted kale with gar- 
lic or braised leeks, or even a simple 
salad to help digest everything. 

What you do suggest as a heavy- 
duty, protein-y course besides 
Tofurkey orthe like? 

How about a mushroom or but- 
ternut squash risotto? 

How do I make vegetarian stuffing? 

Saute mushrooms with shallots 
and herbs; cook until dry. Use white 
wine, too. In another pan, slowly 
cook a bunch of onions and some 
garlic. While the veggies are cook- 
ing, soak stale bread cubes in a lit- 
tle bit of milk. Squeeze out liquid.
